The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is directed to methods for reducing false positives in 
methods for the identification of interacting molecules via recognition of the possible 
presence of auto-activating molecules to be selected against via various aspects of host 
cell and genetic element design, optionally with selectable markers and 
counterselectable markers therein. The closest art of record is that of either Fields et al. 
(P/N 5,283,173) or Brent et al. [Ann. Rev. Genetics 31 :663 (1997)]. These documents, 
however, neither teach nor suggest the instantly claimed auto-activation counter 
selection methodology combined with optional selectable and/or counterselectable 
markers.
